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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's amendments and argument filed 10 June 2004 with respect to the 
double patent 101 rejection of 19 May 2004 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Applicant has cancelled claims 1-21 and the previous rejection in the office 
action of 19 May 2004 is moot. The double patent rejectipn of 19 May 2004 is 
withdrawn. 

Prior Art 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant; 

I. Art A of Veatch US 5,414,462 in class 348/135 is cited for the method and 
apparatus for generating a comprehensive survey map in which an image base map 
and a geological survey region and a legal description map for each parcel or lot are 
stored in a geographic information system using survey points as shown in figure 1 and 
displays the digital image on a display unit 120 for identification and marking of the fixed 
reference points in lines 30-50 of column 4. 

II. Art B of Ciampa US 5,247,356 in class 358/109 is cited for the method and 
apparatus for mapping and measuring land that include flood zone mapping with 
techniques for mapping land by creating overlapping images and assigning to those 
digital images the coordinates calculated in real time from the initially stored coordinates 
of a determined template image so that a series of images can be accessed from the 
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storage medium to be displayed as a video map of the land map images as shown in 
figure 5 and detailed in figure 1 using the video camera 10 in line 60 of column 2 and 
teaches the use of equations to determine the point locations in lines 1-65 of column 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22-42 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendments of record presented with the arguments of record on 10 June 
2004 by the applicant in the instant application convinces the examiner that the 
application is allowable over the cited art of record. 

The method in claim 22 to display maps used for determining the flood zone 
classifications for real property with method steps for "receiving property identification 
data in a processing system"... [and] with the steps of "determining the geographic 
coordinates corresponding to the property identification data"... [and] with the steps of 
"ascertaining a georeferenced map that contains the geographic coordinates and is 
usable to make a flood zone detemriination for the real property"... and/or in combination 
with the steps for "displaying the georeferenced map with the image coordinates 
corresponding to the geographic coordinates is not found in the cited art of record. 

The prior Art A of Veatch teaches the method and apparatus for generating a 
comprehensive survey map in which an image base map and a geological survey 
region and a legal description map for each parcel or lot are stored in a geographic 
information system. He further teaches using survey points as shown in figure 1 and 
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displays the digital image on a display unit 120 for identification and marking of the fixed 
reference points in lines 30-50 of column 4. 

The prior Art B of Ciampa teaches the method and apparatus for mapping and 
measuring land that include flood zone mapping with techniques for mapping land by 
creating overlapping images and assigning to those digital images the coordinates 
calculated in real time from the initially stored coordinates of a determined template 
image so that a series of images can be accessed from the storage medium and 
teaches steps for the image to be displayed as a video map of the land map images as 
shown in figure 5 and detailed in figure 1 using the video camera 10 in line 60 of column 
2 and teaches the use of equations to determine the point locations in lines 1-65 of 
column 4. 

Therefore, the prior art Veatch and The prior art of Ciampa in combination or 
alone does not teach the present limitation of the claimed combination limitation. 

It is these limitations expressed in each of these claims and not found, taught, or 
suggested in the prior art of record, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 23-30 dependent on the allowed independent claim 22 are allowed at 
least for the reasons cited above. 

The method in claim 31 for generating maps used to determining the flood zone 
classifications for real property with method steps for "receiving property identification 
data in a processing system"... [and] with the steps of "determining the geographic 
coordinates corresponding to the property identification data"... [and] with the steps of 
"examining a plurality of candidate maps with boundaries that are proximate to the 
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geographic coordinates"... [and] with the steps of "inspecting the candidate maps to 
determine which contains the geographic coordinates and is usable to make the flood 
zone determination for the real property" ...[and] with the steps of "displaying the 
georeferenced map with the image coordinates corresponding to the geographic 
coordinates"... and/or in combination with the steps for "displaying with the determining 
map the data useful in making the flood zone determination" is not found in the cited art 
of record. 

The prior Art A of Veatch teaches the method and apparatus for generating a 
comprehensive survey map in which an image base map and a geological survey 
region and a legal desaiption map for each parcel or lot are stored in a geographic 
information system. He further teaches using survey points as shown in figure 1 and 
displays the digital image on a display unit 120 for identification and marking of the fixed 
reference points in lines 30-50 of column 4.

The method in claim 36 to display maps used to determining the flood zone 
classifications for real property with method steps for "receiving property identification 
data in a processing system"... [and] with the steps of "determining the geographic 
coordinates corresponding to the property identification data"... [and] with the steps of 
"displaying the georeferenced map with the image coordinates corresponding to the 
geographic coordinates"... and/or in combination with the steps for "displaying with the 
determining map the data useful in making the flood zone determination" is not found in 
the cited art of record. 

The prior Art A of Veatch teaches the method and apparatus for generating a 
comprehensive survey map in which an image base map and a geological survey 
region and a legal description map for each parcel or lot are stored in a geographic 
information system. He further teaches using survey points as shown in figure 1 and 
displays the digital image on a display unit 120 for identification and marking of the fixed 
reference points in lines 30-50 of column 4.

Claims 37-42 dependent on the allowed independent claim 36 are allowed at 
least for the reasons cited above.
